FRUIT.TO BE SOLD AT AUCTION, 


New System for Selling Cafifornia Products 
in This Market. 

A problem which has puzzled the fruit 
growers in California and the fruit dealers 
in Chicago is how to get the product of one 
into the market of the other. At the present 
time European fruit finds its way as far as 
Chicago, and to an extent monopolizes the 
markets in New York, Boston, and Philadel- 

hia. Within the last few yeirs the Califor- 
nia fruit growers have attempted to compete 
in these markets, but for one or anotber rea- 
son have failed. The first attempt to intro- 
duce California fruit into Chicago was by 
shippers who sent agents to buy up 
the products on the tree. This soon 
brought about ruinous competition, and 
the scheme was dropped. After this 
the growers pooled their interests 
into a union and appointed an agent here to 
whom they shipped their product, but the 
demand was not enough to take the output, 
and the consequence was that carload after 
carload of fruit was allowed to rot unsold. 

The agent of the company then madea 
trip through the Eastern markets for the 
purpose of learning. why his goods were shut 
out, while Mediterranean fruits were sold in 
large quantities. He found that the agents 
of the Mediterranean growers had experi- 
enced just such difficulties as were besetting 
the California trade. The market ulti- 
mately glutted or bare, no system and ruin- 
ous competition, was their experience fifty 
years ago. The solution of the difficulty lay 
in clearing away the sole agency system and 
selling the fruit as it came to market at auc- 
tion. Wich this knowlege he returns to San 
Francisco, and meantime has made arrange- 
ments to ship fruit to a firm in this market, 
who will dispose of it by auction within a 
few hours after its arrival. The first sale 
will be held Thursday at the Northwestern 
freight depot at the foot of State street. The 
fruit will arrive about 7 o’clock each morn- 
ing, ana at8:30 the sale will take place,

ESCAPED A PARTY OF LYNCHERS. 


A Negro Dodges the Noose After Being 
Strung Up Once. 

BaLtrmore, Md., June 15,—[Special.]—The 
town of Union Bridge, Carroil County, is 
in a great state of excitement over a riot and 
attempted lynching in which the victim es- 
caped almost with the rope about his neck. 
A man numed Bowens was arrested vester- 
day for unprovoked assault upor a girl named 
Ida Milberry and a blind man named 
Othia Jones. The old man and the 
girl were overtaken on the road 
last night by Bowens, who be- 
gan abusing the girl and finally struck her, 
breaking her jaw. He then slashed the 
blind man terribiy with a razor. Turnmg 
his attention to the girl the negro inflicted a 
terrible punishment upon her, almost sever- 
ing both ears irom the head. Both the girl 
and her companion are low and the chances 
are against their recovery. Bowens was 
arrested and placed in the lock-up 
at Union Bridge preparatory to being 
taken to the jai at Westminster. 
About 1 o’clock this morning a band of col- 
ored people assembled on the outskirts of 
the town and determined to lynch him. They 
had little difficulty in breaking into the lock- 
up after threatening the jailer. The defiant 
prisoner was seized, placed in a wagon, and 
hurried out of town a quarter of a mile, 
where a large oak tree stood on the edge of 
a wood. Here the lynchers halted, and 
placing a rope around Bowens’ neck threw the 
other end over a limb and tne crowd of ex- 
cited and angry men prepared to swing him 
up. Bowens to be allowed to make a 
statement and the rope was siackened for 
that purpose. His nands were not tied, and 
as soon as the rope was loosened like 
a flash de slipped it off and before 
the astonished crowd could move he had 
bounded through them and into the woods. 
Active pursuit was given and several shots 
were fired, but the fleeing man managed to 
elude his pursuers and has not yet been re- 
captured. If caught by the same crowd lit- 
tle time will de lost in lynching nim.

The Pacific Coast People Want Blaine and 
 Protection—M. H. De Young Speaks for

No second choice has been considered, and git 
was agreed that should the necessity 
arise for a second choice it would be 
made in Chicago. Such is the feeling of 
the people on the slope. In Denver yesterday 
a lunch was given at the Denver Club to the 
leading members of our delegation. There 
we met with several of the Colorado dele 

tes among them Henry Wolcott and Gen. 
aml. Our delegation purchased Blaine 
hats while in the city, and the Colorado dele- 
gates did likewise. Mr. Wolcott was person- 
aliy for Depew, but will vote with his dele- 
tion, and I am satisfied it will vote with us 
In support of Blaine. We have thirty-eight 
votes sure for Blaine, and will probably 
have two more from Montana. Blaine 
is the leader of the Republican party 
and has aright to demand the nomination. 
Instead of doing so he writes a letter saying, 
‘I do not want the nomination. Work for 
whom you please. I have no personal claims 
on the Republican party.’ His friends have 
been looking for a candidate, but they thus 
far have found none possessing all those per- 
sonal traits which make him the idol of 
the American people. There has been no 
formai dissension among the delegates of the 
other candidates. Informally they have 
been talked over. Gresham’s career has 
never offended the people of the Pa- 
cific. coast, but we kno» nothin 
of his views on the tariff. He has expresse 
no * and no one has spoken for him. 
His friends say he has struck middle ground 
so as to please all parties and that he is in 
favor of tariff reform. This will not suit our 
ople.

Some members of the delegation did not 
scruple to admitin private conversation that 
Gresham would now receive the nomination 
withoutany question. 

The Senate having adjourned over until 
Monday Senator Sherman made use of his 
last remaining hours in trying to gain dele- 
gates. All morning he held quite a levee in 
his committee room, which was the centre of 
attraction at that end of the Capitol. Mem 
bers and Senators dropped in on him and 
talked over the situation, while his scouts 
were active and brought in every Southern 
delegate they could lay their hands on. The 
Sherman men talk confidently and claim that 
their chief will undoubtediy be the nominee, 
but this feeling is not general. Sherman is 
making efforts to capture the anti-Mahone 
delegation from Virginia. The State has 
sent two fuil delegations to Chicago—the 
Mahone men, who are for Sherman through 
thick and thin, and the Wise deie- 
gates, who are for anybody who 
can “down” Sherman ana Billy Ma- 
hone. As Virgima has twenty-four votes 
in the convention the way in which they 
may vote is a matter of no small conse- 
quence, and as the matter of the contest is 
yet in duubt—as it will depend to a great ex- 
tent on whose friends govern the orgaaiza- 
tion—Sherman is trying to make nhnimseif 
solid regardless of how the contest is de- 
cided, by having the votes of both delega- 
tions pledged to him in advance. While 
the Wise men have a natural leaning toward 
Blaine they have no special objection 
to Sherman, provided the latter will throw 
overboard his Virginia heutenant, Mahone. 
Sherman, however, does not see his way 
clear to doing that at present, and it is not 
probabie that the Wise delegates, if admitted 
by the convention, will vote for Sherman ex- 
cept when the chances of every other candi- 
date are gone. : 

Altogether some eighty members of Con- 
gress will be in Chicago next week. A prom- 
inent member of the House explained the ex- 
odus to Tus TRIBUNE correspondent in this 
way: “Of the members who have gone,“ 
he said, probably not one-half are delegates 
to the convention. Some go attracted out of 
curiosity, of course, but that would not 
account for the sudden and unusual 
interest that is. being taken in 
the convention this year. Il know 
the real reason and [ do not see why any 
concealment should be made of it. In Chi- 
cago next week there will be brought to- 
gether representative Republicans from 
every section of the country. Every Con- 
gressman will find from one to half a dozen 
of his constituents beside the leading 
men of his State. He will be able to 
talk to them and ascertain just exact- 
ly their views on the tariff question, 
to what extent the tariff-reform idea has 
made progress in their immediate locality, 
and the general sentiment of the State on 
the bill, now nding in Congress. In this 
way théy will able to get à correct idea of 
the feeling of the country, and it will really 
be more accurate than the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the tariff piank of the platform. 
After this general interchange of views 
has been had an effort wiil be 
made to have a conference of the 
leading members of the House, which 
Will de attended by some of the more promi- 
nent delegates to the convention. At that 
conference an effort will be made to definitly 
decide what shall be the attitude of the Re- 
publican party in the House. It will be de- 
termined whether a substitute bill shall 
be offered, and if so the sha it 
shall assume, or whether the ouse 
shall allow the bill to be passed and let the 
Senate take the responsibility of either kill- 
ing it, passing u. or else bringing in a bill of 
their own as a substitute measure for that 
offered by the majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee.

POSITION OF ALABAMA, 


Blaine, Alger, and Sherman Will Divide 
the Delegation. 

Montoomery, Ala., June 15.—[Special.|— 
The delegates to the National Republican 
Convention from Central and Southern Ala- 
bama leave Montgomery at 2 a. m. tomorrow. 
They will be joined at Birmingham by the 
delegates from the northern part of the 
State. It is learned on good authority that 
the delegation will be divided between Sher- 
man, Alger, and Blaine, with Sherman in 
the lead at the start. The Blaine delegates 
will not admit that he is out of the race, and 
say they are going to Chicago to vote for 
their favorit. There are only three avowed 
Blaine men in the delegation, the remaining 
seventeen being divided evenly between 
Sherman and Alger. 


STUDYING AS THEY ADVANCE, 


The New England Delegation Divided as 
to the Candidates. 

Burra.o, N. V., June 15.—[Speciai.]—The 
New England delegation to the Republican 
National Convention passed through Buffalo 
today.. A strong undercurrent of Blaine 
feeling was apparent, but this feeling is not 
apt tocrop out unless, as Joe Manley put it, 
“under inconceivabie circumstances.“ 
Sentiments are pretty well divided between 
the delegates. It was quite evident, how- 
ever, that the Gresham feeling is strong. So 
far as Depew 1s concerned these representa- 
tives seem to fear the grangers. Some 
thought that 1 soldier should be 
on the ticket, and quite an 
contingent comes from Massachusetts. 
Harrison, too, has some friends, but a 
Gresham and Depew ticket has more support 
among the delegates than probably any other 
combination. As one of the spokesmen of 
the Massachusetts delegation put it: No 
one will deny Gresham’s great strength in 
the West, nor will any one question Depew’s 
strength in the East. Gresham is strong 
among the grangers and Depew is solid 
among the Eastern manufacturing interests. 
Each would lend strength to the ticket.“ 

None of the delegations have decided what 
action they will take at Chicago. They wish 
to feel the pulse of the convention. 


MR. DEPEW’S INTENTIONS, 


He Will Invest'gate the Feelings of the. 
Grangers and if Intense Will Decline. 

New York, June 15.— [Special. I—In an in- 
terview today on his candidacy for tne Presi- 
dential nomination Chauncey M. Depew 
said: I am not going to Chicago to urge 
or ask anything for myself. 1 have never 
been a candidate or made any effort what- 
ever to gain support. Win or lose, I would 
be obliged to give up the positions and their 
advantages which have come through twen- 
ty five years of the hardest work. The only 
consideration which has moved me to con- 
sider the question has been the almost unani- 
mous demand of the party in the State. No 
man is so great that he could refuse a call to 
assume the responsibilities of leadership 
in such a fight, to matter what 
the consequences to him personally, if 
it was supplemented by a general demand 
from the convention. I have read the morn- 
ing dispatches from Chicago as to the in- 
tense and fatal hostility in the West against 
ail railroad men. I think much of the ap 

rent sentiment is manufactured for effect, 
— there is no doubt as to there being a 
good deal of such sentiment. The New Vork 
delegation is a representative one. It can 
look over the ground, and when it has each 
delegate will judge for himself what is best 
for the party and he needs no help and he 
asks none in forming that judgment. Cer- 
tainly, if I find the feeling as reportea I would 
not under any circumstances be a candi-

EUROPEAN SITUATION.

The 
former may safely be attributed té the at- 
tachment the army has shown to the Hohen- 
zollerns, who lifted Germany from her isola- 
tion and lowliness and, with the sinister aid 
of Louis Napoleon, dignified her into the 
dictator of Europe. The enthusiasm of tne 
street crowds for the young Captain whom 


promotes to the throne may be set down to 
a dull mob detestation of alien influence in 
the person of his English mother. 

If the prophecies that William would 
plunge Europe into war rested upon any sub- 
stantial foundation, a state of things would 
exist far different from that which has alfeady 
supervened. The boerse of Berlin is the 
pulse of the Empire. It beats as steadily as 
when the White Kaiser slept his last sleep 
above the earth. Stocks, the most sensitive 
registers of political changes, are firm and 
undisturbed. If war were thé program of 
the new reign, the confidential advisers and 
beneficiaries of Bismarck would have had 
the “tip’’ which would save them and other 
clients from possible disaster. The markets 
give the substantial reply to the stories of 
gratuitous war. 

It is true that throughout the Continental 
borders events hay@ geen directed of late in 
a way that suggéstsioémplications. Not only 
has England declined to send a representa- 
tion to the great French Exposition to be 
held next year in honor of the events of 100 
years ago, but Austria, Hungary, and Ger- 
many have followed the same course. All 
except the Hungarian Ministér spoke with 
dipiomatic politeness, accepting the cue of 
Lord Salisbury that England did not desire 
to celebrate political occurrences in a for- 
eign country about which difference of opin- 
ion prevailed. Tisza, the Hungarian Premier, 
with unnecessary rudeness discouraged man- 
ufacturers from sending their products to 
Paris because France, he said, was in so ex- 
cited a condition that it was impossible to 
tell what might happen. The offense thus 
wantonly given has assumed more formida- 
ble proportions because Tisza is charged 
with inflicting it at the command of Bis- 
marck. 

Meanwhile Bismarck himself is taking 
some trouble to seem warlike, He evidentiy 
fears that, with the coming of a centenary 
full of inspiring sentiments in the bosom of 
Frenchmen, there may be an attempt to re- 
cover Alsace-Lorraine, handed over as part 
of the penalty for the last crime of the 
Napoleons. France has never fully acqui- 
esced in the transfer. Around the borders 
of her magnificent Place de la Concorde 
stand colossal monuments emblematic of 
the great French cities’ love for the Repub- 
lic. That representing Strasburg has been 
crowned with immortelles since the cession 
to Germany. It is a perpetual reminder to 
the French people that a portion of the 
nation, dismembered. by compulsion, is in 
foreign bondage. Every political demon- 
stration in Paris takes note of the fact. 
Germany claims that of late French emis- 
saries have been at work insidiously in the 
province preparing the people for an upris- 
ing. In consequence of this alleged con- 
spiracy it is ordered that passports shall be 
required of all strangers entering Alsace- 
Lorraine, and the French railways going 
to Switzerland have been compélied to 
alter their itinerary so as to save tourists 
the annoyance and expense—$3 each—inci- 
dent to the procurement and examination of 
the passports.

From the Foot Guards he was 
promoted to the rank of Major and 
transferred to a regiment of ‘Hussars of the 
Guard at Potsdam. There he learned the serv- 
ice of the cavalry and displayed the same appli- 
cation and enthusiasm as when with the in- 
fantry. He was afterward given the benefit of a 
season's experience with the First Regiment of 
Artillery of the Guard; but, though he quickly 
rose to the rank of a Brigadier-General, in em- 
mand of the Second Brigade, with headquarters 
at Berlin. the red uniform of the Hussars is his 
favorit R garb, and the dash of the 
troopers his favorit military maneuvre.

Mary N. Prescott, the Popular Authoress

N. Pr tt, the gifted and widely-knownfau- 
thoress and poetess, died last evening at the 
residence of her brother-in-law, Richard 8. 
Spofford, at Deer Island, on the Merrimac. 
Her contributions to Our Young Folks and 
the several puolications of the Scribners 
and Harpers mark her as one of the truest 
of artists and give her a high piace in the af-

Walter Quintin Gresham was born March 
17, 1882, on a farm near the hamlet of Lanes- 
ville in Harrison County, Ind. Harrison is 
one of the southernmost counties of the 
State, and lies where the Ohio River by a 
deep bend cuts out a huge haif-moon from 
Kentucky oniy a few miles west of Louis- 
Ville. Itis also one of the oldest counties, 
and no other portion of the State has so 
much of interest in its early history.

A Universal Favorit — How He Got His 
Schooling—Studying Law. .

Not that he 
was in the least wanting in manly self-re- 
oped’ or was at all a time-server. He gave 
li their due, and gained the respect of ail 
because of his own independent character. 
This is the universal testimony of those who 
knew him at this period of his life.

HIS CAREER SINCE THE WAR. 


Called to Grace the United States Jadiciary 
and President Arthur’s Cabinet. 

The war over, Gen. Gresham returned to 

his profession, forming a law partnership at 

New Albany. In 1866 he was nominated for

In 
1868 he again made the race against Kerr, 
but was defeated almostas a matter of course, 
though he won hosts of Democrats to his 
support, 

s evidence of Gresham’s.ability as a cam- 
paigner may be cited the figures which show 
that in his campaign of 1866 he ran ahead of 
his ticket in every county in the district. In 
Clarke County, tile first county alfabetically 
of the district, he received 1,888 votes, though 
in order to do so he had to poll many more 
votes than any Republican had ever received. 
Was that coincidence prophetic? 

When Gen. Grant became President in 
1869 he seemed determined to bring Gen. 
Gresham into the publicservice. He first of- 


fered him the . the Port of 


New Orleans, the second t office of the 
kind in the United States. This he declined. 
He then offered him the District-Attorney- 
ship of Indiana, and this he peremptorily re- 
fused. The circumstances attending this 
action show Judge Gresham’s warm-hearted 
fealty to his friends. He went to Washing- 
ton to solicit this appointment for a friend 
and brought all his influence to bear upon 
President Grant to that end. He himself was 
an applicant for no office. In an interview 
Grant told him he had already made his se- 
lection for the District-Atterneyship of In- 
diana. Gresham inquired who it was, and 
Grant replied: * Yourself.” Greshum an- 
swered that under no circumstances could he 
take that office. And he did not. In Decom- 
ber, 1869, the President again tendered bim a 
high office. It was tne appointment of United 
States District Judge for Indiana. This he 
accepted and thus commenced his judicial 
career. Until April, 1883, he held this posi- 
tion with honor to nimself and with satisfac- 
tion to litigante. , 

While on the district bench Judge Gresham 
took no active Part in politics, but his char- 
acter and reputation were known to the 
leading men of the country. It consequentiy 
so happened when President Garfield was 
forming,his Cabmet that Juage Gresham’s 
name was among those originally 
upon. Mr. Biaine particularly urged his ap- 
pointment. The situation became such, how- 
ever, that Garfield found himself 9 to 
modify his original intention, and Judge 
Gresham was not tendered a seat in that 
Cabinet. Garfield died and Arthur succeed- 
ed him. In April, 1883, Mr. Howe, the Post- 


-master-General, died. Judge Gresham was 


at that time holding court in Evansville. 
One evening he received a dispatch inviting 
him to accept tbe position of Postmaster- 
General. This he did, and took up his rési- 
dence in Washington. 

Near the close of President Arthur's term, 
oy the death of Secretary Folger, Judge 
Gresham was appointed retary of the 
1 @ position which he held fora short 


period. In October, 1884, he withdrew from 


the Cabinet altogether. During his Cabinet 


service, although one of the youngest, he 
was one of President Arthur’s most trusted 
advisers. His judicial quality of mind, his 
sense of fairness, and his even temper made 
him a valuable coadjutor in such a position. 

In December, 1884, Judge Drummond hav- 
ing retired from the office of United States 
Circuit Judge, President Arthur sponpaneous- 
ly tendered that position to Judge Gresham. 
Having taken him from the bench to make 
him a Cabinet officer, it was a pleasing duty 
in the President to restore him to the bench 
at the close of his service. Since then Judge 
Gresham’s time has been zealously given to 
the duties of his offlce. 


A GREAT POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 


Bis Services to the People in Reducing 
_— Postage and Starting Fast Mails. 
In his short term as Postmaster-General 
Mr. Gresham succeeded in accomplishing 
more for the country than half a dozen Post-

In his report 
for 1883 Gen. Gresham strongly urged this re- 
duction on Congress, and presented such 


‘able arguments and such a convincing array 
of statistics in favor of the step that success

} the measure, and taken the trouble to see 
and enlighten many members of Congress. 


Not only this, but he recommended a reduc- 


tion of the postage on newspapers. This was 
afterwards effected and proved a great bene- 
fit to newspaper publishers and newspaper 
readers throughout the country. He recom- 
| mended an increase of the weight of tran- 
sient newspapers from two to three ounces, 
saying in his report to Congress that, as 
many single n@wspapers weighed more than 
two ounces, and as there was a common im- 
pression that postage was one cent a copy, 
much inmeonyenience and delay resulted. 
Under Gen. Gresham’s administration the 
foreign postal service was greatly improved, 
letter postage to Canada reduced from three 
cents to two, and eet arruogements 
were made for 

tween Mexico and the United States, which 
resulted in making postage on all classes 
of matter the same in Mexico as in this 
country.

One of the most notable incidents of his 


administration was his exclusion of the 
Louisiana Lottery from the use of the mails, 
and this he succeeded in accomplishing in 
spite of the most powerful pressure ever 
brought to bear on a public officer. He looked 
thoroughly into the matter of the mail con- 
| tracts, and there were no star- route jobs dur- 
ing his incumbency. In many cases he rec- 
ommended a reduction of pay on expedited 
routes where former admmistrations had 
let contracts at excessive rates. 


Another important service rendered the 


country by this energetic Postmaster-General 
was in his reéstablishment of the fast 
mails. There had been a fast mail 
to the West established by George 
Bargs, but Congress. had discontinued 
it. Gen. Gresham, however. made 3 
new contract with the railroads, and by 
massing all the through mail on one line suc- 
ceeded in starting the splendid service which 
has continued since March, 1884, and that 
withoutany additional expense to the Gov- 
ernment. e first train left New York Sun- 
day evening, March 9, and arrived in Chi- 
cago half an hour after midnight the 11th. 
So eager was Gen. Gresham for the success 
of this enterprise that he came through with 
the first train, and also went on to Omaha 
and later to St. Paul, having succeeded in 
making similar arrangements with the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Roads. Fifteen hours 
were saved in the delivery of mail in these 
cities and in hundreds of smaller towns 
along the lines and on connecting roads. 
Pructically the mail service of the whole 
Western country was expedited by these 
trains. The Uinois Central changed 
time so that its north and south trains con- 
nected with the fast mail at Mendo thus 
reaching Iliinois and Iowa, while the Union 
and Central Pacific made rew train arrange- 
ments which saved a business day in the 
delivery of mail at San Francisco and all 
along the coast. The Northern Pacific also 
changed the running time of its trains 80 
that a whole day was saved in the delivery 
of mail matter to the people of Oregon and 
Wash Territory. The success of this 
fast mail line led to the establishment of the 
coast fast mail, which runs from New York 
through Washington and Richmond to the 
Carolinas, Georgia, and the Far South. 
Judge Gresham believed_not only in cheaper 


e but faster mails, and had he re- 


mained in the department there is no doubt 

that the fast-maii system would have been 

perfected and extended to other sections of 

the country.

GRESHAM AND THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 
It was stated in Tun Trisune yesterday 
that the parties who have been most active 
in gaving currency to the absurd story about 
Judge Gresham when emerging out of boy- 
hood being a “Know-Nothing,” some thirty- 
mainly animated by 
use of his attempt, 
eral, to prevent the use 
of the United States mails by the Louisiana 
swindling lottery pany and its agents. 
The history of those efforts, which were pre- 
vented from being completely successful in 
stopping the swindling of tens of thousands 
of foolish people by the hair-splitting decis- 
ion of the Louisiana Federal Judge, Pardee, 
certainly redounds to the credit of Postmas- 
ter-Generait Gresham, and ought to be re- 
membered to his credit. : | 
The history of the case is {briefly as fol- 
lows: In November, 1879, Jufige Key, then 
Postmaster-General under es, issued an 
order excluding M. A. Dauphin, President of 
the Louisiana Lottery, from the use of the 
mails on the ground that he (Dauphin) was 
conducting a swindling concern which it was 
the duty of the Government to prevent 
rather than to encourage. The following 
February, however, Key, who was not a man 
ot much strength of character and who was 
rather too easily moved by appeals about the 
“rights of American citizens“ and per- 
sonal liberty,” such as Judge Gresham’s 
slanderers are now prating about, revoked 
hie order on the ground that he was not 
satisfied that Dauphin was engaged in fraud- 
ulent schemes.“ When Gen. Gresham be- 
came. Postmaster-General the Louisiana Lot 
tery swindle was in full blast and Dauphin 
and his associates had free use of the United 
States maiis. Gen. Gresham caused an in- 
vestigation to be made and was fully con- 
vincea of the fraudulent character of the 
lottery. Heaccordingly revived the revoked 
order ot Key against Dauphin and instruct- 
ed the Postmaster at New Orleans to with- 


malice against him 
while Postmaster-Ge 


hold and retain mail intended for Dauphin 


and the New Orleans National Bank, which 
acted as agent for the lottery. The bank ap 
plied for an injunction restraining the Post- 
master from carrying out the instruction of 
the Postmaster-General. The case was first 
brought in the Civil Court of the State, from 
which it was afterwards transferred to the 
United States Circuit Court for the Louisi- 
ana Division (presided over by Judge Par- 
dee) on a motion to dissolve the injunction 
which had beon granted against tae New Or- 
leans Postmaster. Attorney-General Brew- 
ster conducted the case for the United States 
and Thomas J. Semmes for the bank. 

The court decided tne 5th of January, 
1884, that Gen. Gresham “could not revive 
the order of Key,” which was revoked 


ostensibly for want of evidence—or ‘on 


evidence which Key had discarded.“ It was 
also decided that there was no substantial 
compliance with the requisites of the law in 
forbidding the complainant” (the lottery 
agent) the use of the registered-letter and 
the money-order branches of the postal 
system and that the New Orleans Post- 
master could not refuse the use of the mails 
to Dauphin and his agents on the mere 
marked order of his superior officer.” The 
Postmaster at New Orleans had, therefore to 
deliver mai received by him for the agents 
of the swindle. : 

This decision, however, did not prevent 
Gen. Gresham from continuing the war on 
the lottery. He utilized the Federal laws to 
prevent the use of the mails for fraudulent 
purposes as far as this decision would permit 
him. He tried to intercept the letters at the 
point of transmission. The laws of the vari- 
ous States against lotteries were invoked in 
aid of his efforts in this direction, as in Illinois 
and Ohio, where some of thé lottery agents 
were indicted and prosecuted. Gen. Gresham 
would undoubtedly have succeeded in crush- 
ing the swindle but for the Pardee decision, 
which, if it was not bad law, was at least 
bad morals. 

But the swindlers whose schemes he tried 
to prevent and whose operations he certainly 
thwarted to a considerable extent could not 
be expected to appreciate his course. They 
want to punish him now for interfering with 
the conspiracy of pluadér which they organ- 
ized under licentious ring-made legislation of 
Louisiana. Honest people, irrespective of 
party, will commend his action in this mat 
ter, and only regret that he was not able on 
account of a bad decision ti brown nis efforts 
in behalf of honesty with success. 


JUDGE GRESHAM AND THE “Q” STRIKE. 

One of the most conspicuous and character- 
istic services rendered by Judge Gresham 
since going on the benchwas in dealing with 
the great strike of the enginemen on the Bur- 
lington Road in March last. The controversy 
had assumed an angty, menacing form when 


brought before Judge Gresham. On one side 


was one of the greatest railroad corpora- 
tions in the country, with shrewd, deter- 
mined, and sagacious officers, and on the 
other the most intelligent and powerful 
labor organization in the United States if not 
in the world, acting pursuant to a keen- 
sighted, resolute leadership. The battle be- 
tween these giants threatened a blockade or 
suspension of the entire railroad commerce 
and traffic of the West if net of the whole 
Union. Both sides were highly exasperated 
and determined to seize every advantage the 
law would permit, and one was eager to use 
even the courts of the United States as an 
instrumentality to secure a victory over its 
adversary. 7 | 


In the opinion of many impartial and intel- | 


ligent observers Judge Gresham was pre- 
sented an insoivable difficulty when he was 
asked to order the Wabash Road to inter 
change traffic with the Burlington and to 
proceed against Chief Engineer Arthur for 
contempt of court. An indiscreet Judge 
harshly applying the law could have precipi- 
tated a public calamity and caused all the 
railroads of the West tobe tied up. The 
boycotting of all roads exehanging freigut 
with the Burlington was a part of the policy 
of the strikers, and yet it seemed clear be- 
yona question that the law required Judge 
Gresham to issue such orders relating to 
interchange of freight as would certainly 
extend the strike over all the Western and 
Eastern and some of the Southérn roads. 
The Inter-State act imperatavely required the 
interchange of freight, ana the court must so 
order, but the moment this was done it 
seemed inevitable that all the engineers 
throughout the West and perhaps in every 
section of the country would leave their en- 
gines. If so, it would be impossibie to supply 
their places, and railway traffic would be 
brought to a standstill, with an enormous re- 
sulting damage to the business of the coun- 
try. In this situation some of the Western 
courts had gone to the extent of issuing in- 
junctions that apparently required enginemen 
to continue at work against their wili, and 
if this course had been followed by Judge 
Gresham the strike would certainly have been 
extended at once all over the Nation and 
waged with ten-fold bitterness.

the Wabash and for the punishment of Chief 
Arthpr was presented to Judge Gresham he 
went right to the core of the matter, and, to 
the surprise of tlie public, succeeded in 
making a ruling so just, fair, and impartial 
that both sides could do nothing but accept 
and respect it. The Judge found that the 
Inter-State Commerce law imperatively re- 
quired.the roads to exchange traffic, and 80 
a 4, Inasmuch, however, as the Wa- 
bash was then taking Burlington freight the 
Judge refused to go behind the action and 
bring the engineers into court on account of 
a prior | boycotting order that had been re- 
scinded, The counsel for the Burlington 
Road were eager to start proceedings for 
contempt against Chief Arthur for past in- 
terferences, and were not fully satisfied 
with the declaration of the court that all 
connecting roads must exchange freight on 
equal tems in the future. Judge Gresham 
saw thi§ purpose at once, and interrupted 
the attorneys, saying: “ You want, in effect, 
to stand as representatives of the Wabash in 
the hands of the receiver, who is an officer 
of this court, and ask the court to punish 
somebody outside over his shoulder.“ This 
the Judge properly refused to do. Without 
fear or favor he accorded the Burlington 
Company the rights justiy due it under the 
law, and no more. 

Explaining his views of what the law re- 
quired Judge Gresham without making any 
formal decision puksed the application on file, 
to remain there for future action in case it 


“became necessary. Fortunately no further 


action was required. The Judge’s statement 
of the law was se-clear and dispassionate 
that the engineers and the Burlington offi- 
cials both accepted it without a protest. 

Mr. Sullivan, counsel for the engineers, 
stated that the views announced by Judge 
Gresham were precisely in line with the 
principles of the brotherhood, and that his 
suggestions would receive the cheerful and 
implicit @bediencé of the strikers. Such 
proved to be the fact. Without straining 


its riguts under the law agg at the same 
time permitting no harsh dealing with the 
strikers, Judge Gresham by his admirable 
course averted the threatened general tie-up 
and left fhe contestants to determine their 
cuter by such legitimate means as they 
could cou™mand. 

Judge Gresham’s course in the matter of 
the Burlington strike showed the genius of 
common sense—the power to meeta grave 
emergency in a magnbr so just and dispas- 
sionate it commanded the assent of all rea- 
sonable men. He applied the Inter-State 
law faithfully but with a judgment tempered 
with moderation and discretion. As much 
in this matter of the Burlington strike as 
in any other act of his life Juage Gresham 
showed his fidelity to the law justly applied, 
his love of substantial justice and fair deal- 
ing, and hig power to meet and solve quickly 
an alarming difticulty. | 


JUDGE GZESHAM’S POLITICAL RECORD. 

The chaf®e which has once more been dug 
up and revamped against Judge Gresham of 
applying a@fensive epithets to the Germans 
in a schoolhouse debate thirty-four years 
ago and the reply which has been made to it 
by his old neighbors, both of which we print 
below, offer an occasion to turnish the public 
with the political récord of the Judge from 
the beginning of his career as a voter. 

Judge Gresham’s family lived in Harrison 
County, Indiana, not far from Louisville, 
Ky., where they were known as Abolition- 
ists and denounced as such by the pro-slavery 
element. They were in fact Abolition 
Whigs, acting with the Whig party, but 
holding anti-slavery sentiments. The major- 
ity of the people of his county were South- 
erners by birth or sentiment, the remainder 
mostly Germans or of German descent. The 
Whigs were largely recruited from the lat- 
ter and thé few Abolitionists were nearly 
all Germans. Judge Gresham himself was 
brought up in a German township. They 
were his friends and neighbors and in polit- 
ital sympatay with him. 

In 1855 
Clerk. Party feeling against the Free-Soilers 


ran high. About that time he was in trouble 
with the Democrats, growing out ot a report 


that he had been helping run Kentucky 
slaves up North’? who had crossed the 
river, and had thug violated the Fugitive- 
Slave law. He was bitterly denounced as 
an Abolitionist, and it is possible that in the 
discussion, mentioned in the Democratic lie 
started five years later, hegsaid—what all 
Whigs sai then and all Republicans say 
now—that he was opposed to the immigra- 
tion of for@ign paupérs, criminals, and luna- 
tics, and was in favor of only those coming 
here who were capable of self-support. This 
is the basig, and all the basis, for the lying 
charge which. was subsequently made against 
him when he ran for the Legislature. He 
was nearly elected Clerk, being beaten only 
by a scratch, and his principal vote was Ger- 
man in the face of the lying. statement made 
abouthim. If there were no other proof of 
its untruth, would it be likely that, after he 
had publicly stigmatized his own neighbors 
as lazy. filthy, lop-eared, greasy Dutch,” he 
would have received their votes? The story 
is absurd on its face. 

In 1860 Judge Gresham was a candidate for 
the Legislature, his competitor being one 
Hancock. The Democrats were afraid he 
would be elected and vote for a Republican 
United States Senator. and sought to obtain 
from him @ pledge that if elected he would 
vote for a ‘Democrat.

JUDGE GRESHAM’S WABASH DECISION. 

We have been asked by a number of Tris- 
UNE readers to put into plain language a 
statement of Judge Gresham’s ‘“‘ Wabash 
decision,“ as many persons have but a vague 
and unsatisfactory idea of the case. We 
shall try to do so. 

The successive steps by which Jay Gould 
and his Wali street associates accomplished 
the great Wabash wrecking swindle were as 
foliows: :

2. Blanket-mortgaging this so-called sys- 
tem for 50 millions of dpllars, although its 
component lines were already bonded under 
prior mortgages for their full value. The 
Gould ring sold seventeen millions of the 
virtually bogus bonds at par and pocketed 
the money of the fleeced investors. 

8. Unloading 50 millions of stock, com- 
mon and preferred,“ of the system by 
means of a forced balance, which made it 
appear that in the first year of its existence 
the Great Wabash” earned $360,000 above 
operating expenses and fixed charges, and 
was able a year later to pay a dividend of 7 
per cent on preferred stock, amounting to 
$1,329,000. Investors hurried to secure stock 
in this gilded but .rotten system of “ predes- 
tined bankruptcy,” and by improving the 
shining hours the wreckers “cleaned up“ 
$47,550,000 before the inevitable collapse. 
Ten months after the payment of the 7 per 
cent dividend the system showed a deficit 
of $1,900,000, which was afterward swollen to 
over $10,000,000. | 

4. Leasing the organized system of fraud 
and false pretense to the Iron Mountain 
Road, which increased the deficit $5,000,000, 
and then securing from a strangely com- 
pliant Federal Judge at St. Louis the ap- 
pointment of receivers‘selected by Gould & 
Co., so that the management of the bankrupt 
road should be continued in the hands of its 
wreckers and the property be kept out of the 
hands of its creditors, the only persons hav- 
ing a valid right to the control of the com- 
pany or system.“ +. 

This was the situation of the Wabash Road 


two years ago. 
find another instance where after such 
wholesale swindling of investors ana the 
final bankruptcy of a corporation a court con- 
tinued the wreckers and robbers in charge 
by appointing their creatures receivers. 
Such, however, was the action of an old, 
worn-out Judge at St. Louis, who was doubt- 
less grossly imposed upon and acted in ig- 
norance of Gould’s freeze-out schemes. Un- 
fortunately this same Judge issued from time 
to time just the orders needed by the Gould 
receivers to further certain schemes of 
freeze-out, funding, and manipulation by 
which some of the earlier bondholders were 
to be coerced into giving up their prior 
claims. 

Ordinarily when a matter involving in this 
manner control of a bankrupt corporation 
should come before Judge Gresham he would 
be required by judicial courtesy to accept the 
prior decision of his brother Judge at St. 
Louis and continue the policy adopted by the 
court that appointed the receivers; but the 
attempted fraud was so glaring that itawoke 
Gresham’s indignation at once, and he at- 
tacked it boldly, notwithstanding it was for- 
titied by the strangely friendly decisions of 
the United States Court at St. Louis and had 
behind it the support of hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Said Judge Gresham: The bold- 
ness ot this scheme to aid the purchasers 
“by denying equal rights to all bondholders 
“secured by the same mortgages is equaled 
“only by its injustioe.“ So holding, Gresh- 
am refused peremptorily to follow the orders 
of the St. Louis court, and proceeded forth- 
with to discharge the Gould receivers and 
strip them of all authority in his court over 
that part of the Wabash east of the Missis- 
sippi! This was a tremendous blow at 
Gouldism, railroad wrecking, and stock-job- 
bery. Following it up Judge Gresham ap- 
pointed Judge Cooley receiver of the Wabash 
in place of the oustea Gouldites and thus in- 
sured. an honest management of the prop- 
erty. Never before had a court so boldly at- 
tacked a railroad fraud that had a hundred 
millions behind it. The honest public broke 
at once into hearty applause, and muttered 
threats against Gresham came from the most 
disreputable quarters of Wall street. 0, 
ho,” said Jay Gould with satanic glee, we 
have anotiter candidate for President - and 
the public caught at the suggestion. |

standing army. The friends of law and order 
in this beautiful and prosperous city will not 
soon forget the feelings of relief and security 
with which they welcomed the arrival of a 
few companies of regular soldiers in 1877, 
when ita citizens were threatened with a 
fate worse than that of 1571. Instead of per- 
sonal liberty, tne rights of property are now 
threatened. Doctrines subversive of the 
right to acquire and hold property—and, 
therefore, subversive of society—are boldly 
proclaimed in Chi and elsewhere. With 
our large cities full of these d angerous agi- 
tators—the dread of all civilized communi- 
ties—it might be better if the Federal power 
were more accessible; if it were not so re- 
mote from those who need and are entitled 
to its protection. 
DANGERS To THE REPUBLIC. 

The Republic has proved itself strong; it 
has successfully resisted attacks from within 
as well as from without. But we must not 
settie down in fancied Security because our 
institutions have withstood the strain of a 
mighty civil war. Nations, like individuals, 
are continually beset 8 which 
threaten their existence. e worst enemy 
of the people is the demagog who flatters 
them with the pieasing assurance that their 
institutions are immaculate; that they are 
exempt from the infirmity which bélongs to 
every human invention and undertaking. 
Wille it may be true that our Government is 
the best the wit of man has yet devised, it is 
not perfect, and they are its best friends 
who acknowledge its defects and strive to 
remove them—who cling to it as the system 
which is best adapted to our wants, which 
affords the amplest security for our uber- 
ties, and most surely tends to promote our 
my meng 

aving conquered the Rebellion, we must 
now be satisfied with the peaceful sway of 
the laws. Military government in time of 
— is contrary to the spirit of our institu- 
ons. 

We must stand by the purpose for which 
we fought, and that was the maintenance of 
the Government of our fathers. Citizens of 
the North and South sustain precisely the 
same relation to the Government, and it can- 
not lawfuliy do in one State what it has not 
an equal right to do in ali the States. The 
war legislated; it established the supremacy 
of the Nation in every power conferred on it 
by the Constitution, but it did not destroy 
the States or the right of local self-govern- 
ment. * 

Our Presidential elections, involving as 
they do the vast patronage ot the Govern- 


tervais, exciting the passions of men and dis- 
turbing tne business of the country, already 
begin, to threaten our peace and resemble 
revolutions. 

CONSCIENCE IN POLITICS. 

But the principle of being governed by the 
majority, Under proper limitations, is firmly 
fixed in the American mind, and, however 
frequent and exciting our elections may be- 
come, the people are not to be feared so long 
as their will, as it is expressed at the polis, is 
respected and obeyed. When they lose faith 
in the fairness of our elections, and are 
forced to believe that the ballot-box is con- 
trolled against their wishes and interests by 
the intrigués of unscrupulous men, our fate 
wiil be even worse than disunion. Mere 
tricksters, with no proper notion of social 
vor political duty, aspire to office, expecting, 
if successful, to get rich in the shortest pos- 
sible time by plundering the public. It is not 
surprising that men of this class do not 
shrink from erimes like bribery, forgery, 
and perjury in the accomplishment of their 
ends. ‘To their virtuous minds the best lead- 
ers of the party aré those politicians who be- 
lieve that conscience is out of place in pol- 
itics, If the horrors of anarchy are 
to be avoided the elective franchise 
must be sacredly guarded. Men who 
care for the honor and safety of the country 
must not be deterred from waging a deter- 
mined and unrelenting war against those 
who attempt by fraud to defeat the popular 
will. Much thut is discreditable to our his- 
tory might have been avoided by a closer aa- 
herence to the wise precepts and virtuous 


part of wisdom to waste our time in vain re- 
grets and shut our eyes to the existence of 
palpable evils which must, in the nature of 
things, prove destructive of our system 
of government if suffered to remain 
unchecked. If the abuses which have 
steadily grown since our adoption of the 
“spoils system“ are too strongly intrenched 
to be at once and entirely disiodged their 
worst tendencies can and must be resisted. 
But admitting, as we do, with a sense of hu- 
miliation the dangerous prevalence of low 
opinions and practices in our politics, there 
is ng cause to believe that the popular con- 
science is hopelesly debauched. To say that 
we are far advanced in National decrepitude 
because there have been numerous instances 
of frauds upon the elective franchise and of 
corruptions in office which have gone unpun- 
ished wonld exhibit a superficial acquaint- 
ance with the character of our people and 
their institutions. 

{t must be remembered that wars are great 
moral convulsions, which, like those of the 
physical world, produce important changes 
in society and politics, although they do not 
necessarily impair their ofganic structure. 
Our Civil War extended over a period of 
more than four years; the sober and me- 
chanical pursuits of peace Were abandoned 
for an adventurous and irregular mode of 
life, while the necessary inflation of our 
currency served to stimulate ali forms of 
speculation and gambling. At such a time 
and under such circumstances the pop- 
ular conscience naturally becomes more or 
less depraved; But a people whose modera- 
tion and self-control are stich as were ex- 
hibited by the loyal and liberty-loving masses 
of our land will not ailow their institutions 
to perish from thése purely functional disor- 
ders. It is not true that the politicians of a 
country are never below the average morali- 
ty of their time. While absorbed in their va- 
rious vocations and enterprises the people 
are ordinarily tog indifferent about the pub- 
lic good; they are prone to surrender their 
judgment and ¢onscience to the leaders of 
their party. The honest and industrious eie- 
ments of society are patient and iong suffer- 
ing; the demagogs may and do abuse tnéir 
confidence, but they have almost instinctive 
sense of the approach of real danger, and- 
when the crisis comes, they will surely as 
sert themselves as they did in 1861. 

The history of Great Britain, where we had 
many friends as well as enemies during the 
war, is inetructive. England has had her 
seasons of corruption, and, if her historians 
are to be trusted, there have been times 
when public and private morality had sunk 
so low that nearly every man was supposed 
to have his price. But this state of things 
was abnormal, and when the specific causes 
to which it was aué were removed England 
1 regained her original condition of

In this guise they often ¢és- 
cape the recognition. and censure of 
and wise men, who condemn them in 
abstract, but are blinded by the glamour of 
their surroundings. Incompetency and mal- 
versation in office, and bribery and fraud at 
the polis, will never be abolished until the 
honest and intelligent men of the country, 
who aiready see and deprecate them, seri- 
ously undertake their reformation in the 
only way that is practical and effective in 
a Government li ours, & 
merely writing and declaiming about them, 
but by their votes, their active personal efforts, 
and the exertion of their legitimate influence 
upon others. Where the people rule, the re- 
sponsibility for the public welfare rests upon 
alike, and a neglect of the primaries and 
the polls is a failure to discharge the most 
important duties of citizenship. By the 
neglect of these duties political management 
is relinquished to unworthy men, and mis. 
government is a natural result. Too many of 
those who are the most interested in good 
vernment refuse to actively participate or 
nterest themselves in public affairs. Being 
indifferent to their own political responsi- 
bilities, they are prone to make unfavorable 
contrasts between our instituuors and those 
that are less popular in their character. 
Some of them do not hesitate to declare their 
lack of faith in the capacity of the people to 
vern themselves; they feel, or affect to 
eel, that it is not quite resvectabie to have 
anything to do with politics; and many seem 
to think it unbecoming for a gentleman of 
property and intelligence to vote. Misgiv- 
ings like these belong to the past; they are 
remnants of a time when the people were not 
recognized as the source of authority, but 
were ruled by divine right.” We have 
emerged from the shadow of that time into 
the brouder day of this century, and there is 
no place among us for these medieval tradi- 
tions. The spirit of popular suvereignty is 
so inwrought with our civilization as to make 
their separation impossible without mutual 
injurv. 

“With the expansion of modern society,” 
says a learned and thoughtful Englishman, 
“the growth of popular power is inevitable; 
and it should be the aim of statesmen, prof- 
iting by the lessons of the past, to pramote 
the moral and intellectual advancement of 
society and tocherish freedom; to invigorate 
the State with the healthful force of the Na- 
tional will! to exalt nes morality, 
and to root out corruption. The ideal of a 
free State'in modern times is that which de- 
velops the sound principle of democracy 
without its evils; Which wields its potent 
forces and parries its acknowledged dan- 
gers.“

Story of His Decision in One of the Famous

Cnicaco, June 5.—|Special to the N. V. 
World (Dem.). ]—It being understood here 
that the opponents of the Gresham boom in 
New York and other Eastern States are 
using Judge Gresham’s decision in the 
famous driven-well case as an argument that 
he is in alliance with monoplies, a Gresham 
boomer has been looking up the record.

of the patent made in the courts was in 1876, 
before Judge Benedict, in New York. His 
decision was in favor of the patentee. It 
came up next in Minnesota, before Judges 
Nelson and Jonn F. Dillon, now of New 
York, and both agreed with 7 ud ge Benedict’s 
decision. The case before Judge Gresham 
was the third, and as it was on the same 
state of facts asin the other two cases it is 
held that he was in duty bound to accept the 
existing decisicns until the Supreme Court 
had a chance toreviewthem. He accord- 
ingly sustained the patent. ; 

Other cases were tried 
Blatchfora and Wheeler in New York, Ship- 
man in Connecticut, Nixon in New Jersey, 
and McCrary in Missouri, and the patent was 
sustained in each case. Then the case de- 
cided by Judge Gresham was carried to the 
United States Supreme Court, where his 
ruling was afflrmed. In 1886 another case 
from Connecticut reached the Supreme 
Court and the patent was again upheld. 
When the monopoly was finally crushed last 
November it was on a point wnich was not 
raised atallin any of the previous cases. 
This was whether the law ssed by Con- 
gress in 1839 had repealed another law 
passed in 1834, which had always been held 
ag the foundation of patent procedure. 
Judge Love of lowa held that it did, and the 
Supreme Court agreed with iim and declared 
= — new point that the patent was in- 
valid. 


HE WAS AGAINST THE CHINESE. 


Dr. Bartlett Speaks of a Tilt He Had with 
Gresham Over Immigration. 
WasHincTon, D. C., June 12.—[Special. |— 
During his residence in Washington Judge 
Gresham was an attendant at the New York’ 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. The church 
is the one that Abraham Lincoln attended a 
quarter of a century ago. Justice Harlan, 
ex- Justice MacArthur, Assistant Postmaster- 
General Stevenson, and many other promi- 
nent people are among its members. Its 
pastor is the Rev. W. A. Bartlett, who for 
eight. years preached in Chicago. He is a 
warm friend of Judge Gresham. 1 first 
met Judge Gresham in Indianapolis,” said 
Dr. Bartlett today. He hau a pew in my 
church, ot which his family were members. 
There was no ostentation about him. Every- 
thing was plain and straightforward. I 
formed a great admiration for his character, 
which was of the highest. He was a man of 
strong convictions, too, and was always 
ready to maintain them. During the Chinese 
agitation I delivered a lecture on the subject, 
in which I took ground- against restricting 
immigration. Judge Gresham heard the 
lecture and did not agree with it. He dis- 
sented from my position, and we had quite a 
tilt. 1 71 succeed in convincing the 
Judge, wh strong ideason the necessity 
of Chinese restriction, but our controversy 
never altered our friendship. 
‘* During his residence in Washington the 
Judge attended my church with his family. 
I found that his position in the Cabinet made 
no change in him. He was the same unos- 
tentatious man he had always been. Any- 
body coula approach him. He used to enjoy 
taking his cigar and strolling through tne 
parks summer evenings. Any one who came 
— Was sure of a pleasant chat. During 
the Presidential campaign I saw a good deal 
of him, and had occasion to know how strong 
his loyalty to his party was. It was not in 
him to be insincere. e showed the same 
loyalty that has made him so faithful a public 
officet and so good a friend. I remember, too, 
when he went back to the bench. I doubt 
now whether he would care to exchange his 
piace on the bench for the Presidency.“ 
It was suggested to Dr. Bartlett that in 
some quarters Judge Gresham was said to be 
a sympathizer with Bob Ingersoll’s theolog- 
ical notions. 
much doubt it,” said Dr. Bartlett. “He 
is perhaps a personal friend, and probably 
admires Ingersoll’s intellect, 12 for in- 
stance, as the Rev. Henry M. Field and 
other ministers of religion do. But in all 
my conversations with Judge Gresham 1 
never heard him express an opinion that in- 
dicated such views. His respect for the 
teachings of the church I believe is deep and 
sincere. His life since I have known him 
has certainly been such as to strengthen this 
opinion. He is a broad-minded man, and is 
incapable of professing anything he does 
not sincerely believe. I look upon him as 
the best type of a public man that we have.“

It was assuredly time that the duty of eol- 
jecting the fragments of a National Amer- 
ican literature and of arranging them in an 
orderly munner with a distinct purpose 
should be formed. The word fragments ap- 
ples properly only to the century prior to 
the formation of that National spirit which, 
homogeneous and wholesome, has spoken for 
little more than half a hundred years through 
voices whose truth and melody compelled 
the reluctant attention of tne English-speak- 
yng world. Nothing 1s more satisfying to the 
American of this day than to read the elder 
British reviews upon the poemsof Long- 
feliow, for instance, especiaily in reiation to 
„Hiawatha and “* Evangeline.” It was con- 
ceded that his minor” verse had a certain 
charm; that the chime of music tinkled in 
its lines and that grace trembled in its 
rhythm. But with this modicum of praise the 
critics paused. That literature should come 
forth from the wilds of the buffalo the 
stalking-grounds of the red savage; that the 
muses should patronize the haunts of rebels 
and a new Helicon spring forth among a peo- 
ple so base as to discard the sovereignty of 
Engiand was too severe a test for credulity. 
Today American ‘literature holds its own 
without asking odds in every English book- 
shop, and there is not an English writer who 
does not yearn for the American constitu- 
ency—more numerous, more generous, and 
more discriminating than his own. 

But there wasa mass of American writ- 
ings that preceded the crystallization of the 
National spirit. This mass was heteroge- 
neous, but full of vitality. It represented in 
large part the conflict between the resistiess 
pressure of.democratic force and the con- 
servative survival of Englishry“ in trans- 


literature. No longer current, it meant once 
the most impressive metaphor that embel- 
lished colonial composition. It was “the 
state or privilege of being an Englishman.” 
That comprised to a considerable but always 
diminishing element in the young common- 
wealths a dignity which it is too easy to min- 
imize. For them it represented the first 
great sweep of the oceans with com- 
merce; increasing supremacy on continental 
council boards; the invincible power of the 
land as well as the empire of the waters, 
It spoke for the strangulation of the 
French revolution; for remarkable ad- 
vances in physical and metaphysical 
science; for the development of mann- 
factures which had vastiy to do with the 
svread of refinement; and föf that von- 
sciousness of superiority which the forible 
and persistent expansion of British domin- 
jon continues to express to ali mankind. 

The influence of this consciousness was far 
greater in the infancy of American growth 
than our too serene Americanism, placid in 
its pride of victory and complacent in its 
confidence of a destiny stal more magnifi- 
cent than we are now willing to concede to 
Engiand, has been ready to admit. It is 
well known that in the rounded library of 
American literature this element should be 
frankly and adequately presented. There is 
st. II another reason for the gathering to- 
gether of the colonial writers, without par- 
tisanshi resent or retrospective. The 
— e human soul, not nationally, 
but spiritually, is marvelously written in 
the colonial fragments. very shade 
of existing and refiective religious opin- 
ion that was undergoing change in 
that fertile epoch was free, under certain 
conditions, to bespeak for itself Lhe serious

of Europe was there not! But in no part of 
Europe was each individual phase of relig- 
jous tendency or conviction less hampered 
by conflicting environments.

8 
We get these mirrors of passing civilization 
with relieving isolation in the colonial writ 
angs. In the literature of the continent dur- 
ing the same time they are so intermingied 
with politics, society, science, rival ambi- 
tions and contending factions that the reader 
is more perplexed than enlighteyed) by their 
perusal. Through them all is perceived, in 
‘the American fragments, t aggressive, 
even brutal, intensity which was due to the 
spirit of tne Englishry“; d, while that 
spirit was brutal and was aggressive, it was 
valuable in the bighest degree in the gradual 
and permanent solidifying of the Amerivan 
Commonwealths in their political union and 
in the ciearing up of the American con- 
sciousness 3 the . folly of wed- 
ding religion and governmen 
in the ‘first three volumes of the “ Library 
of American Literature,” by Edmund Clar- 
ence Stedman and Elien Mackay Hutchinson, 
this singularity and solidarity of American 
thought are happily blended. The editors had 
a tusk in which National pride, literary 
taste, and 3 sympathy were all to be 
gratified.

For 
much of the earlier American writing was 
merely inchoate. To be properly subject to 
criticism literature, like animal life, must be 
organized. The protozoa of the colonial pe- 
riod in literature are scarceiy of sufficient 
importance in the history of American 
thought to warrant tneir consideration be- 
yond that respect which intelligence pays by 
recognition to the beginnings of things. 

‘The scope of the library is fully indicated 
in the preface. Asit is neither history nor 


cise that selective right which chooses the 
wortniest to survive and passes what is not 
essential. In the exercise of the judgment 
thus assured they are themselves open to 
criticism. But upon such a matter criticism 
that is censorious would be waste of space. 
It is easy to say, for example, that altogether 
too much is given of certain writers possess- 
ing no extravrdinary qualities of style and 
whose characteristics are as completely de- 
picted in five pages as inten. In the first 
volume this censure lies, perhaps, against the 
too copious extracts from William Bradtord. 
Thomas Morton, Thomas Hooker, donn Cot- 
ton, John Winthrep, Capt. Edward Johnson, 
and afew more. The library would be incom- 
piete without them; but it is redundant in 
that it has too much of them. Ina work to 
be complete in ten volumes five are devoted 
to the literature of the last half century; 
“but owing to its wealth.“ we are inform 
in thé preface, and to the steadily enlarg- 
ing number of modern authors, less propor- 
tional space can be given to many of those 
cited. That confirms the fear that the orig- 
inal scheme of proportion was not as weil 
balanced as it might have been. 

It is within tue last half century that our 
literature bas become genuinely National, in- 
formed with a character of its own; has 
ceased to be a mere struggle for expression, 
and in spontaneity and symmetry has mani- 
fested the informing quality of true art. 
Therefore may the regret be indulged that 
iteration of the fragmentary literature which 
was only reflexive, and not artistie, should 
have been so lavish. It is pleasing to find in 
the work a generous recognition of the wits 
and poets, une pamphleteers and skit flyers. 
Some of the verses of our forefathers would 
not be accepted now in their sons’ periodicais 
or newspapers. Nevertheiess it had the ring 
of truth; its aim was good, its effects are 
blessings for us. 5

Invention, he ad- 
mits, comes first theoretically, but it is so 
abstruse that it ought to be discussed last in 
a book for learners. Accordingly he gives 
the first 202 pages of his*treatise to style, and 
then sixteen pages to ia ven uon.

The late volume of the International Edu- 
cational Series, of which W. Harris is 
editor, is astudy of the development of a 
child's mind from birth up to the thirtieth 
month of ite life. The author is Prof. W. 
Preyer of the University of Jena and his 
work is warmly recommended to American 
teachers and parents in an introauction by 
Prof. G. Stanley Hall. It is doubtful if many 
American readers will have the patience to 
wade through the details of this German 
professor’s painstaking observations for the 
sake of the few kerneis of truth that can be 
sifted out of them. Preyer interviewed his 
child every day and took notes on its ability 
to use its tive senses, jotted down every in- 
dication of a nascent will, marked instinct 
passing into irtellect, and faithfully recorded 
all the circumstances and dates connected 
with the phenomena of winking. thumb- 
sucking, crowing, kicking, aud walking. If 
he were not so technizal, being a Professor 
of Physiology, mothers would be charmed 
with this diary of his infant, but he is so in- 
tensely scientific, solemn, ponderous, Ger- 
man in his style that nobody but a stuaent 
of pedagogy, it may be teared, will ever get 
pleasure or benefit out of his work. Child 
psychology is something of which teachers 
cannot know too much, and Preyer gives 
them many suggestions. In the presert 
volume only the senses and the will are 
studied. A second volume will treat of the 
child’s intellect.

Editor Falrall Relates What He Heard 
About Hospital Abuse. = 

Iowa Cry, Ia., June 15.— [Special.] In the 
investigation of the State University the 
first witness was Mr. Herbert S. Fairall, 
editor of the Daily Republican, wh o said that 
he had talked with Dr. Shrader about alleged 
malpractice on one Keeler in the hospital, 
but as it was a professional talk ne did not 
feel like divulging. The committee at once 
sent for Shrader. He is a member of the 
university medical faculty, and said that he 
had no recollection of having talked with 
Fairall about the case. He was called in to 
see Kecler and thought that all that was pos- 
sible was being done for him. Fairall, re- 


called, said that he had met Shrader 
when the city was full of ru- 
mors as to the Keeler case, 


and asked him how it happened a man was 
allowed to he ina hospital without proper 
treatment. While Shrader said but little, he 
conveyed to Fairall the impression that he 
did not think the case was properly attended 
to by Dr. Peck and his assistants. Shrader 
also created in the mind of Fairall the idea 
that Peck would not allow any of the local 
phys cians attached to the university to at- 
tend the patient. On this account no doctor 
would go there no matter now bad the pa- 
tient was. The witness, however, could not 
give Shrader's exact language. Dr. Shrader, 
put on the stand afterwards, thougnt the 
treatment of the patient was good and did not 
see that anything More could have been 
done. 

A number of witnesses testified that many 
articles which had been published in lowa 
papers were sensational in the extreme. Dr, 
mitn, the medical student who attended 
Keeler, testified that the treatment was cor- 
rect and ordinary, and that the witness 
Fitzsimmons, was addicted to the use of 
whisky. Dr. Lawrence of this county, who 
had failed to graduate in the medical school, 
did not think the hospital had been kept in 


good condition. : 
THE SWEDISH LUTHERAN SYNOD. 


Annual Report of the President and Elec 
tion of Officers. 

GaLessure, III., June 15.—[Special.]—At 
the annual meeting of the Augustana Synod 
of the Swedish Lutheran Churches of North 
America the annual report of the Rev. E. 
Carison, President, showed that twenty-six 
new churches had been completed; that the 
communicants had been increased 4,500; that 
the four-educational institutions of the synod 
employed fifty-seven professors and had 808 
students; that in its five orphun homes the 
synod cared for 164 children, and that it was 
now building an orphans’ home at Omaha. 
in the revision of the constitution two par- 
ties are represented, one favoring giving the 
synod greater power and its officials more 
authority, and the other favoring the re- 
striction. Owing to rapid growth it is pro- 
posed that hereafter every ten churches or 
1,000 communicants send one clerical and one 
lay delegate to the synod. The election 
of officers resulted: President, the Rev. 8 P. 
A. Lindahl, Altona, III.; Secretary; the Rev. 
M. Forsander, Hepburn, Ia. ; Treasurer, C. G. 
Thulin, Moline, il. There are seven candi- 
dates for Vice-President and two ballots 
bave resulted in no election.

Insects and Drouth in Few Localities—Har- 
vest of Wheat Shows a Good Yield—Corn 
Getting Beyond the Reach of Pests— Hay 
and Meadows Generally in Excellent 
Condition—An Abundant Supply of Veg- 
etables and small Fruit. 


NAPERVILLE, I. June 15.—[Special.1—The 
warm weather of the last week hus greatly im- 
proved the prospects for a good crop of corn. 
Other crops are in fine condition. Some com- 
plaints are heard of the cut-worm, but it has 
done little damage so far. The seventeen-year 
locusts have appeared in large numbers, but are 
doing to damage. 

MArroox, III., June 15.—[Special.]—General 
crop prospects are favorable. The smull acreage 
of wheat left standing will make a fair yield.

Wheat is 
looking nice on high ground, but pooron the 
low lands. The acreage is fully 10 per cent below 
last year’s seeding. Potatoes have rotted in 
many places. Grass never looked finer. A large 
cut of hay is pane — — addition in acre- 

f flax is no in this country. 
EW INOKA. Minn., Juue 15.—(Special.]—Cool 
showers during the last week have nad the effect 
of bringing out the grain in fine Shape. Winter 
wheat in particular ieoks well. Chinch-bugs ap- 
pear in increasing numbers, and in the event of 
a dry spell will do great damage. 


In Northwestern Iowa. 

EAGLE Grove, Ia., June 15.— [Special. J— Full 
reports from twenty-four counties in Northwest- 
ern lowa place the acreage of corn at 12 per cent 
above last year, and oats at 10 per cent. Corn 
has a good stand, but is about fifteen days late. 
Oats will yield the largest crop. ever raised in 
that section if the weather continues favorable. 

Des MOINES, Ia., June 15.—{Special.}—Statis- 
tics from every county summarize for Central 
Iowa as follows: Estimate of acreage as com- 
pared with last year—Corn, increase 10 per cent; 
oats, increase 20 per cent; wheat, decrease 20 
percent. Prospects for smali grains are fine, 
for hay good, corn fairly good—but the crop not 
so fur advanced us at this time last year, Chinch- 
bugs and loousts have made their appearance in 
a few localities, but no serious damage has yct 
been reported.

CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


Dan's Review of the Last Week's Opera- 
tions in Trade. 

New York, June 15.—R. G. Dun & Oo. “s re- 
view of trade for the week ending June 16 
has this: 

The moderate improvement in uche no- 
ticed a week ago does not yet seem to be 
more than the slight reaction which occa- 
sionally breaks a period of uncemainty 
and comparative inactivity. The signs of 
a lasting improvement in trade do not yet 
appear, Uncertainty still prevails, the buy- 
ers are conservative, confining their trans- 
actions to immediate wants in most branches 
of business. In some, moreover, the coid 
and wet spring has so far curtailed trade 
that retailers are carrying over stocks larger 
than usual. There is uncertainty abont the 
tariff and its effect upon many branches of 
manufacture; about the crops, and for- 
eign demand "for exportable products; ‘about 
transportation rates in the near future; and 
about financial prospects. 

Crop prospects have not changed for the 


worse. but the extent of loss in winter wheat 


is more definitly realized, while the prospect 
as to spring wheat and other Ds is neces- 
sarily vague. With favorable weather the 
general results would probably be f and 
in some quarters a décidedly hopeful feeling 
begins to prevail. Want of confidence in the 
near fgture is the prevailing tone in au the 
markets, . 

This cannet de attributed to Qnancial influ- 
ences, for money is overabundant and quoted 
at 1 per cent here, notwithstanding the re- 
newal of gold exports. The Treasußz has 
raised its prices paid for bonds, ta a 
jarge amount one day; — the 3 consid- 
erable offers since have been $2,000,000 at 4¢ 
above its new limit for 4s and a like amount 
3¢ above its limit for 44¢s. There is a grow- 
ing impression that bonds will not be forth- 
coming at acceptable figures it it 14 
important for the Treasury. to e large 
disbursements. ring the last week tne 
Treasury has taken in $1,500,000 more than it 
has paid out, but the banks still receive some 
money from the interior, though at oe 
Northwestern points money is now ae 
into the country and not tothe East. Ther 
is no report of stringency or closeness. — 
where, but complaints of slow collectigas do 
not diminish. 

The volume of trade in interior cities is 
good, but generally below that of last year. 

he exports of 2 products in May 
were larger in value by 15 per cent than in 
the same month of 18S7, but use of the 
heavy cotton shipmenta.

The ruling families of many of the small 
European States have their range in mar- 
riuge selection so restricted by their social 
code as to furnish noteworthy exampies of 
the disobedience of the laws of scientific 
wedlock.
